Lens Firm’s Contracts De- 
clared Hlegal—10 Build- 
ing Material Concerns 
Held to Have Violated 
Anti-Trust Act. 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
ruled today that the holder of a 
patent “cannot control the resale 
price of ‘patented articles which he 
has sold.” 

Chief Justice Stone delivered the 
8to0 opinion in holding invalid 
contracts by which the “ Univis 
Lens Co. of Dayton, O., disposed 
of jens blanks for bifocal glasses 
to wholesalers and retailers. Jus- 
tice Jackson did not participate. 

The lens company, together with 
its affiliate, the Univis Corpora- 
tion, were accused by the Justice 
Department of violating the anti- 
trust laws by attempting to fix 
prices of its product. ' 

In another anti-trust decision, 
the court upheld the department’s 
eontention that 10 manufaé¢turers 
or distributers. of building mate- 
rials violated the Sherman Act 
through agreements to fix prices 
in the hardboard industry, This 
decision was 7 to 0, with Justices 
Roberts and Jackson not partici- 
pating. 

Patent Ruling. 

“The- declared purpose of the 
patent law,” Chief Justice Stone 
said, in the lens company opinién, 
“is to promote the progress of 
science and the useful arts by 
granting to the inventor a limited 
monopoly, the exercise of ~which 
will enable him to secure the fi- 
nancial] rewards for his invention. 

“The full extent of the monopoly 
is the patentee’s ‘exclusive right to 
make, use and vend the invention 
or discovery.’ 

“The patentee may surrender his 
monopoly in whole by the sale of 
his patent or in part by the sale 
of an article embodying the inven- 
tion, His monopoly remains so 
long as he retains the ownership 
of the patentéd article. 

“But sale of it exhausts the mo- 
nopoly in that article and the: pat- 
entee mayi.not thereafter, by vir- 
tu@ of his patent,-contril the lise 
or disposition ‘of the article. 

“Hence the patentee cannot con- 
trol the resale price of. patented 
articles which he has sold... . 

“We think that all the consider- 
ations which support these results 
lead to the conclusion that where 
ene has sold an uncompleted 
article which, because it embodies 
essential features of his patented 
invention, is within the protection 
of his patent, and has destined the 
article to be finished by the pur- 
chaser in conformity to the patent, 
he has sold his invention so far 
as it is or may be embodied in that 
particular article. 

Gives Up His Monopoly, 

“The reward he has demanded 
and received is for the article. and 
the invention which it embodies, 
and which his vendee is to practice 
upon it. 

“He has thus parted with his 
pright to assert the patent monopoly 
with respect to it and is no longer 
free to control the price at which 
it may be sold either in its un- 


“No one would doubt that if the 
patentee’s licensee had sold the 
blanks to a wholesaler or finish- 
ing retailer, without more, the 
purchaser would not infringe by 
grinding and selling them. The 
added stipulation by the patentee 
fixing resale prices derives no sup- 
port from the patent and must 
stand on the same footing under 
the Sherman Act as like stipula- 
tions with respect to unpatented 
commodities.” i 

Masonite Corporation Named.

Japanese reports at the time that 
nine planes had been shot down. 

One bomber is known to have 
landed after the raid in maritime 
province of Russia, where its crew 
was interned in keeping with the 
state of neutrality existing between 
Russia and Japan.

surance, such downright gusto, as he did in his 


Europe provided him with grounds for confidence 
and good cheer. Nothing indicates better how the 
face of the war has changed than to contrast Church- 
ill’s challenging words of yesterday with hia solemn 
warnings of about the same time in 1940. 

It was two years ago this week that Churchill, 
having newly assumed the burden of' the premier- 
ship, made his grim and classic utterance: “I have 
nothing to offer but blood, toil, tears and sweat.” 
Yesterday he could say decisively: “We are moving 


final victory.” 

In May, 1940, Churchill was warning England to 
“prepare itself for hard and heavy tidings.” In 
June, 1940, after Dunkirk, and with invasion seem- 
ingly imminent, he was eloquently defiant: “We 


shall defend our island, whatever the cost may be; 


we shal] fight on the beaches; we shall fight on the 
landing grounds; we shall fight in the fields and 
in the streets; we shall fight in the hills; we shall 
never surrender .. .” 

Now the picture has greatly changed. No lpnger 
is the stubborn defensive Churchill’s theme. Now it 
ig the growing aerial offensive against Germany, and 
the militant, aggressive spirit in the United Nations 
which demands invasion of the Continent to form a 
second front. Now he need not rally the British 
people to “ride out the storm of war”; he can warn 
the Nazis that a long list of their industrial cities 
are marked for the destructive blows of the R. A. F., 
soon to be supplemented by “an American bombing 
offensive against Germany.” 

Churchill gave full credit to Britain’s mighty new 
allies, Russia and the United States—and to Hitler's 
mistakes—for this great reversal in the strategy of 
the war. Certainly no praise is too high for the 
magnificent fight that the Russians have made, a 
fight which has reduced the pressure on Britain 
and permitted time for the rearming that is now 
making itself so effectively felt. 

Even Axis spokesmen must acknowledge this new 
phase of the war. Hitler’s latest speech showed @ 
desperation that contrasted strangely with the con- 
queror’s cocksureness of previous statements. And 
only a few days ago an authoritative Fascist editor, 
Giovanni Ansaldo, described Europe as “in the po- 
sition of a besieged citadel,” defying the air bom- 
bardment and invasion threats of the Allies. 

Formerly, the Allies had to fight where the Axis 
chose to fight. They fought in Norway, and disas- 
trously, when Hitler struck there. They fought in 
the Lowlands when Hitler moved in just two years 
ago, and they fought another hopeless battle in 
France. They fought on Axis-chosen battlefields in 
Greece, Yugoslavia, Crete, and lost every time. 

But what a change is seen in this spring of 1942! 
Not only in the increasing ferocity of R. A. F. raids 
but in such decisive action as the seizure of Mada- 
gascar a new Allied spirit of initiative is felt. Com- 
mando raids are harassing Hitler’s coasts. He finds 
his offensive in Russia delayed by the necessity of 
meeting the Red Army’s attacks. American arms 
production now exceeds that of the Axis, and Ameri- 
can fighting men are pouring into the theaters of 
war. 

Though he minimized somewhat the gravity of af- 
fairs in the Far East, Churchill admitted that “many 
difficulties and immense complications” still face the 
Allies in this new phase of the war. Even in the 
Orient, hawever, there is stiffening resistance, as in 
the Battle of the Coral Sea and in Burma, but the 
fact remains that the Japs continue to hold a tremen- 
dous margin. 

The balances are indeed turning to the advantage 
of the cause of the United Nations, as Churchill 
stated, particularly on the European front. There 
can be no complacency or relaxing of effort, however, 
in the more favorable aspect that now is beginning 
to be disclosed. 

If Europe is a citadel, it is still an immensely 
strong one, difficult to overwhelm and capable of 
powerful sorties. If the Japanese have met setbacks, 
they continue to have the advantages of position 
and preparedness, and they can still re-align their 
forces for new attacks. 

“I give you a message of good cheer,” Churchill 
said in conclusion. It is a message which should 
inspire the fighting men and the soldiers of pro- 
duction to new and greater efforts, to press ener- 
getically the gains they have made and carry on to 
victory. 
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PRISON GOODS IN THE WAR EFFORT. 

The decision of the Federal Government to pur- 
chase certain war supplies from the factories operat- 
ed by state penitentiaries is a realistic bow to the 
war economy. : 

Heretofore the rule has been against the marketing 
of prison products in interstate commerce in order to 
keep such goods from competing generally with prod- 
ucts necessarily manufacteured at higher costs. Now, 
however, many penitentiaries can make an important 
contribution to the war effort by manufacturing for 
the pyramiding needs of the Government. 

But caution is in order. Prison contracts should 
not be placed so as to make business operations any 
more difficult for private industries which are hit 
by the war. What is needed ig a careful and in- 
formed administration of prison goods purchasing 
so as to assist in the creation of war stores without 
cutting under private industries whose right to help 
prosecute the war is unquestioned. 
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OUR ARMY BOMBERS DID IT. 

They were planes of the United States Army—that 
is now confirmed in the War Department's official 
announcement of the bombing of Tokyo three weeks 
ago. While it was reported at the time that the 
planes were American, there was no assurance that 
they were bombers from our own Army or that they 
were flown by Americans. All questions are now re- 
moved: our planes operated by our flyers raided the 
Japanese capital, the important port of Yokohama 
and other cities. 

This means that notwithstanding the reverses 
which the United Nations have suffered in the Orient, 
we can get bombers to Japan's industrial areas which 
will both cripple production and weaken the enemy's 
morale at home, How often such attacks can be 
made will depend on the strategy by which the dar- 
ing daylight attack of April 18 was carried out. We 
may hope that they can be frequent and serve to can- 
cel out Japanese military successes in Burma. Re- 
peated often enough, they cannot be without an im- 
portant influence on the war’s duration.

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TIME TO BUY COAL. 

This {is the time to fill coal bins against next 
winter’s needs. That is the one way to buy insur- 
ance against a return of smoke, and just now the 
premium on that insurance is at its cheapest. Prices 
are now at their lowest levels and they are certain 
to rise somewhat in the near future. 

More than smoke elimination and economy are in- 
volved in early buying this year. In view of the 
needs of our industrial war effort, not only for coal 
but also for railroad cars, it has become a patriotic 
duty to lay in coal at this time. ° This ‘has been 
pointed out time and time again by the Governrient, 
and the warning should not go unthéeded. 

For this really .is a- warning, rather than merely 
an appeal for co-operation.

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MR. GORE’S NEW PROPOSAL. 

Many months ago, Representative Gore of Ten- 
nessee, foregeeing the need for drastic anti-inflation 
controls, introduced a bill placing over-all ceilings 
on prices, wages and profits. His inspiration for this 
legislation came from the writings and teachings of 
Bernard Baruch, chairman of the War Industries 
Board in the last war, and one of the closest stu- 


bill, opposed by the administration as unworkable, 
get short shrift. : 

But the same administration which refused to 
support Mr. Gore’s views then has since paid him 
the tribute of adopting them in principle. The Pres- 
ident’s anti-inflation program, though not decisively 
outlined in some respects, is substantially the one 
offered last year by Mr. Gore. Perhaps this sequence 
of events will obtain for Mr. Gore’s latest proposal 
a careful hearing. 

Mr. Gore now proposes legislation for wartime 
savings through withholding a part of the earnings 
of every worker making over $20 a week. Whereas 
the President merely urged the people to invest their 
surpluses in war bonds, Mr. Gore would make it 
compulsory. He would drain off a vast amount of 
purchasing power which would otherwise be used 
to bid up prices and to compete for the already de- 
pleted stocks of merchandise on the shelves. 

No one method of attack is sufficient to head off 
inflation. It must be fought all along the line and, 
no matter what else is done, if the people have much 
untapped purchasing power, trouble will ensue.

all the Treasury money spent for 
all purposes from the time George 
Washington was inaugurated until 
Pearl Harbor. : 


From 1789 to Dec. 7, 1941, the 
Treasury paid out a total of $197,- 
180,000,000. The current war pro- 
gram of appropriations and author- 
izations, including a new $35,500,- 
000,000 Army request which has 
been prepared for the President to 

. send to Congress this week, totals 
$197,267,000,000. 

While all of this will not be 
spent for several years, the cash 
outlay already is approaching a 
billion a week. 

In Washington's administration, 
the Treasury spent a little more 
than $5,000,000 a year. Today, the 
Treasury is spending more than 
that, for war alone, every hour of 
the day and night, week days and 
Sundays. 

It wasn’t unti) the Civil War that 
the Treasury paid out in a year as 
much as it now spends in a day 
for war purposes—more than $100,- 
000,000. That war's most costly 
year to the North was $1,297,000,-
